Tuberctilous and Arthritic Disease of Joints.

Tuts case will interest surgeons who have charge of a 
patient with fractured leg where a good deal of bone” has 
to be removed through being cither crushed or shattered by 
shot or shell, and where there is a large amount of sup- 
puration. The Illustration of the X-ray pictures 2-4 show 
plainly how gaps of bone will fill up if only a little periost 
is left and the ends of the fragments are held in’ a good 
line by means of extension, Where, with the recumbent 
position, there might not be a chance of the bones uniting 
without a great amount of shortening, the dependent 
position of the leg and exercise while walking in my 
Extension splint, and the consequent. increased blood 
supply, furthers the forming of callus, which fills up the 


gap and enables the bones to unite in less time with reduced | 


shortcning. 

The Ambulatory treatment in comparison with the re- 
cumbent one is far better in every way, as the patient is 
enabled to walk about and rejoin his friends at home while 
the bones are uniting, and in addition, especially in the 
present war time, his bed in nursing home or hospital may 
be occupied by another patient. 


Mr. G. G. (wet. 20). The doctor wrote on May 22nd, 1918: ‘T have a patient, 
Mr. G. G., in a private ward in —— hospital, who, while riding a motor cycle 
through - ‘nine weeks age, fan into a metor omnibus coming in an opposiie 
liree tion sind gota badly comminuted fracture of the left femur at the middle 
third. He was anxious to avoid shortening, and Mr. -—, consulting surgeon 
\o the hospital, did an operation for plating the fracture (see Fig. 1). Three 
loose fragments were removed at the time. Very unfortunately; probably 
owing to presence of other wounds on the limb an‘ to great bruising of skin 
and muscle, the wounds became septic, and later the surgeon had to remove 
the plates ‘and another piece of bone which had nec rosed. ‘The infecting 
organism was found to he a streptococeus, and the patient, has had injections 
of a vaceine prepared from his own pus. He is slowly improving and the 
wounds are granulating up. The patient is wearing now a drain tube at the 
back of the ‘limb, and is having ere plugged through the anterior wound, 
T suggestea to the surgeon and to the bacteriologist who prepared the vaccine, 
that the patient should be fitted with one of your. splints, so that he would 
he enabled to get out of bed, where he has now been lying for two months, 
Both the surgeon and the doctor agreed that the splint would be the v veiy 
thing for him, and they-told me they had had very good experience of its 
favourable effects. Can you come down and see the patient and measure him ? 
I shall be pleased to meet you. The hospital is close to station,” &e, 

IT saw the patient in consultation on May 27th. He was in great pain and 
the wounds were suppurating freely. The patient had a high temperature. 
I suggested taking the plaster cast and putting the leg in, plaster, which was 
done on June 3rd. A window was eut in the anterior and posterior side of the 
plaster to allow for dressing the two wounds. The leg was then three inches 
short. The following day" the patient was almest free from pain, and the 
temperature had nearly gone down to the normal, 

June 1lith,—A sequestrum was removed, 

June 24th.—The leg was taken out of plaster and Hoefftcke's Extension 
splint applied. Part of the periost was overlappiig, and there was an opening 
of about an inch and a quarter between the ends of the shaft (see Fig. 2). 

epee 26th.—Leg extended on Hoefftcke’s Extension table under an anesthetic 
and splint adjusted accordingly, The next day the patient was allowed to get 
up and put weight on the leg, and the X-ray showed an opening of about two 
inches andah alt betaveen the: fragments (see Fig. 3). 

July 7th.—There was a consultation with the surgeon to discuss the advise- 
ability of letting the patient go to the seaside fora e hange of air, as he was able 
to walk about with the help of sticks. About the third week in July he went to 
Margate, 

Tn September he went back to his own place and attended to his business, 
Ie was able to walk without sticks, and the leg resumed its normal shape. 

October 2Ist.-—Another sequestrum was removed. 


In the beginning of January, 1914, the splint was taken off, as the bones q 


had united well’ There*was*shortening of an inch and a half. The gap of 

wo inches and a half between the fragment had completely filled with 

bg (see Fig 4). There was still a little wound suppureting at the back 
the leg. 

March 20th,—A small sequestrum was removed from the little wound at the

The last week in May suppuration ceased, 

Free movement wes allowed ‘in the knee-joint from the time that .the 
ylint was put on, with,elastic traction in front of the knee, which assisted 
he straightening power of the extensor muscles; the result is that there 
s good movement in the knee up to 75 degrees which angle is. still 
Juproving.
